A SOUAKIM EPISODE 
figures in our large Panoramic Illustration. It 
demonstrates afresh in a forcible manner the 
heroism and gallantry which characterises British 


soldiers of every rank in action. The incident 
happened on Feb. 7. A hand-to-hand encounter 
occurred between Lieutenant Beech and two 
besieging dervishes. The Lieutenant was ahead 
of the usual Souakim patrol, when he was 
attacked by two of the enemy armed with swords 
and spears. He killed one, but was nearly being 
overpowered by the other when an Egyptian 
soldier came to his rescue, and shot the dervish 
dead. ‘The two camels and the arms belonging 
to the dervishes were brought into Souakim. 


LONDON RIVERSIDE FIRE. 
London’s grand river is ever a grand sight at 
night, when the myriad gaslights of the bridges 
and of the Thames Embankment are reflected in 


the gliding Thames with a splendour that has 
something fascinating in it. But the spectacle 
is magnificent when a great fire breaks out at 
night-time by the margin of London’s great 
«River of Life.” Such a spectacle startled 
Londoners who were crossing the ‘ Bridge of 
Sighs,”” or passing along the Embankment, on 
Thursday se’nnight, Feb. 7. Our Artist depicts 
the impressive scene. Shortly before midnight 
the policemen on duty discovered smoke and 
flames issuing from the large pile of buildings 
situated on the south side of the Thames, 
and known as Ward’s Wharf, and also as 
the Thames Docks Granaries, just opposite the 
Temple. The alarm vas at once given, and the 
firemen were quickly in attendance; but the 
building was filled with highly inflammable 
material, and the flames were soon raging with 
great fury. Seen from the Victoria Embank- 
ment and from Blackfriars Bridge, over which 
the wind carried the burning sparks, the scene 
was a remarkably picturesque one, and was wit- 
nessed by crowds of spectators, who now and 
again broke out into cheers as the falling in of 
the roof and the floors, in quick succession, 
caused the flames to rise higher and higher. 
Across the bridge, in Commercial-road, Lambeth, 
in which the main entrance to the wharf is 
situated, but very little could be seen of the fire, 
there being a large courtyard and another row of 
buildings between the burning pile and the road- 
way, in which, however, the police had some little 
difficulty in keeping order amongst the large 
crowds that were attracted to the spot. Extra aid 
having been telegraphed for, engine after engine 
quickly arrived until shortly after one o’clock. 
Under the immediate direction of Captain Shaw, 
water from about ten steamers was being thrown 
on to the flames. On the Thames side also 
assistance was at hand, three floats being got 
into position as near the fire as the low state 
of ihe tide would permit. It was apparent, 
however, that nothing could be done to save the 
wharf itself, and every effort was made to pre- 
vent the fire spreading to the adjoining wharfs, 
where oil and other inflammable property was 
stored in large quantities. Several large barges 
containing casks of oil lay close up on the 
river’s bank, and by about one o'clock six of 
these had, it is understood, been consumed by 
the flames. _On this, and, indeed, on all occa- 
sions, Captain Shaw’s gallant firemen do all in 
their power to extinguish fires. But we would 
call the new London Council’s attention to the 
fact thatthe London Fire Brigade is obviously 
inadequate for a Metropolis of Five Millions, and 
should be immediately increased—at the cost, 
say, of the usurious Ducal landlords of London.

The murderer was cuptured 
after a pursuit of six hours, and while the police 
were conveying him through the streets to the 
station they had some difficulty in saving him from 
being lynched by an angry mob. The Zulu, bearing 
the name of Thomas Allen, was charged before the 
Swansea Magistrates on Monday with the wilful 
murder of Frederick George Kent, landlord of the 
Gloster Arms in that town. He was remanded. An 
inquest was opened on the body of the deceased.

Parnell saw the Major, and

this same interview declared that he had.““ ceased to 
believe that anything but force would bring about 
the redemption of Ireland; and he told me he did 
not see why a successful insurrectionary movement 
should not be inaugurated” in the country. This 
conversation lasted about three-quarters of an hour, 
during which they were walking up and down the 
corridors.

The Court having decided the point raised in 
favour of Sir Richard Webster, Le Caron continued 
his evidence, and narrated that Egan told him how 
he escaped from Dublin. Witness, in answer to Sir 
Charles Russell’s questions, stated that he had been 
a draper’s assistant at Colchester, and clerk in a 
draper’s shop in London; that he went to France 
in 1859, where he remained till 1861, when he pro- 
ceeded to America. He joined the Federal army at 
once, and stayed in it till February, 1866. ** Who 
invited you to join the Fenian organisation?” “I 
joined it purely for the purpose of ascertaining 
every detail I possibly could about it.” He had 
taken more than one oath that he would keep inviolate 
all secrets upon military matters that were disclosed 
to him. He fully intended to break the oath. “If I 
may be allowed to explain,” he added, turning to 
the President. ‘I don’t think it necessary,” said 
Sir James Hannen. ““I have never forgotten for a 
moment,” exclaimed wituess, “ that Lam a British 
subject.” Sir C. Russell: When you joined, did 
you male any arrangements beforehand for betray- 
ing the knowledge that would come to you ?—Yes: 
before I joined. With whom?—With my father in 
Colchester. First of all, as to the Canadian invasion, 
was the medium of communication through your 
father?—It was, till the commencement of 1868, 
VVere you ever on the executive of the organis- 
ution?—I was adjutant-general of the Fenian 
Brotherhood, with the rank of brigadier-general— 
the second highest rauk in the military organisation. 
I participated in all the councils of war by virtue of 
my office. I looked upon myself as a military spy 
in the service of my country. y : 

In further cross-examination, the witness modified 
his previous statement that all Mr. Parnell’s meet- 
ings throughout the States in 1881 were exclusively 
arranged for by the leaders of the revolutionary 
organisation. He would only put it now that the 
majority of them were. He was certain that all the 
meetings on the western tour were, but not all on the 
eastern. But his answers to Sir Charles Russell’s 
searching interrogations clearly proved he was far 
from accurate in this statement. 

Is it not a fact (asked Sir Charles) that these 
meetings were presided over, or had their platforms 
attended, by governors, ex-governors, mayors, 


| judges of supreme courts, literary men of eminence, 


and men of distinction in every walk of hfe— 
Americans, and not merely Irish ? “ That is perfectly 
true,” said the witness. 

That the cross-examination of Major Le Caron 
awakened a great amount of public interest was 
evidenced by the large number of persons who from 
day to day attempted to gain admission to the court. 
On Tuesday, as on Friday, the court was crowded 
before the proceedings commenced, the jury-box, 
and even the press seats, being appropriated by 
interested spectators.

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DEACON,THE FAMOUS AUSTRALIAN 
PARROT. 


From the ““ Liverpool Mercury.” 


Oxe of the late Cunard steamers which arrived | 
in Liverpool brought a great living curiosity. It | 
is an odd-looking parrot, whose conversation | 
made the cabins lively during the voyage, and 
whose wisdom filled the forecastle with awe. 
Externally he is unimpressive; instead of the 
usual green and yellow plumage of parrots he 
has a grey suit that is not at all handsome. His 
form is rather striking, however, as he is as big 
as an owl, and his head is remarkably wide and | 
flattened, making him look like a profound 
scholar. Among the party of gentlemen who | 
greeted the parrot’s owner on his arrival was a 
member of a well-known wholesale drug house 
of Liverpool, who sympathetically inquired of 
the parrot, “ What do you want, Polly?” The 
parrot startled him by the 
reply, delivered in a gruff 
tone and with slow em- 
phasis, quite unlike the rapid, 
rasping ejaculations of most 
talking parrots, “ I—want— 
fo —go —home.”” “ Home” 
İs nov some 14,000 miles 
away, for the parrot was 
brought from Australia. He 
was bought when young from 
a Sydney birdfancier by Mr. 
Alfred Hay, one of the great 
sheep-breeders of New South 
Wales. Mr. Hay’s estate, 
known as Boomanoomana, is 
on the Murray River. It con- 
tains about 300,000 acres, and 
pastures a quarter of a million 
sheep. It is remote from any 
town. ‘The piano in Mr. 
Hay’s house had to be hauled 
by waggon about one hundred 
miles from the railway- 
station. In a family so 
isolated from society, and so 
dependent on its own re- 
sources for entertainment, 
the odd-looking grey parrot 
had a good school. He soon 
developed an astounding ap- 
titude for speech, and the 
whole family took a lively 
interest in his education. 
Talking parrots are generally 
swearing parrots. Mr. Hay 
gave strict orders that the 
parrot should not be allowed 
to use oaths. If the parrot 
picked up a naughty word 
from the servant he was 
promptly cuffed, and so 
decorous became his speech 
that he was called the 
“ Deacon.” Eventually the 
servants were afraid to swear 
or do anything wrong in his 
presence, as the Deacon 
would be apt to solemnly 
report the fact to the family. 
The present owner of Deacon 
made the parrot’s acquaint- 
ance last autumn, which in 
Australia corresponds with 
the spring in England, and is 
the sheep-shearing season. 
That is a time of great 
bustle and activity on a 
sheep - range. An army of 
labourers are collected into

the sheep into paddocks , handling and pack- 
ing the fleece, and hauling to market, takes 
many hands. At Boomanoomana two hundred 
men are kept busily engaged at shearing 
sheep alone. Sheep-shearing in Australia 
is a factory process instead of an individual 
manipulation. Helpers keep a continuous pro- 
cession of sheep moving from a paddock to the 
shearers. About three sweeps of the long shears 
will cut off the fleece on one side. The 
struggling animal is flopped over. Snip, snip, 
snip. The fleece on the other side is off; the 
shorn sheep is released and wildly plunges down 
the fenced passage leading to another paddock. 
It was during such a scene as this that Deacon’s 
present owner first saw the grey parrot. Deacon 
always enjoyed excitement, and someone of Mr. 
Hay s family had hung its cage where it could 
see the shearers at work. Deacon was in a great 
flutter, and he had much to say.
